The legation made public the essen* 
ti»I points in (lie president's mandate 
Just Issued tty Yuan Hhl Kal. The de­ 
cree makes It clear that China hts re* 
verted to a monarchial form of gov­ 
ernment, hut it represents Yuan Khl 
Kal as protesting against having the 
crown thrust upon him and pleading 
that somebody else by selected "to 
alw end the throne." 
The copy of the mandate received 
here indicates that he de* lined the 
honor, but consented to continue to 
m rye as president until someone else 
was named as emperor,
